PARIS ALARMED 
AT ULTIMATUM 


(BY DISPATCH. 

PARIS, Aug. 30 (2 a. m.)— 
Premier Mussolini's seven point 
ultimatum to Greece became known 
in Paris late tonight where it pro- 
duced surprise and alarm in the 
political press. 

The Fascisti dictator’s terms re- 

resented a humiliation which may 

impossible for any Greek gov- 
ernment to undergo without arous- 
ing the anger of the entire nation, 
it is pointed out. 

Only the strenuous peace propa- 
ganda of former Premier Venizelos 
and Col. Gonatas, a member of the 
revolution government, prevented 
Greece from launching a war 
against Turkey three months ago 
after the Lausanne disagreement, 
and nothing indicates that the 
Greeks are less fiery today. 

In fact, Sig. Mussolini's ultima- 
tum is parallel to that sent by 
Austria to Serbia in 1914 under 
parallel circumstances. The gov- 
ernment press is thoroughly alarm- 
ed over the situation, which, with 
the present system of alliance, may 
produce the dreaded disaster of 
another war.

ITALY READY FOR ACTION

SERIOUS CONSEQUENCES 

These facts, it is pointed” out, 
are well known to the Cuban gov- 
ernment and it was believed that if 
the case can be put up to the Cu- 
ban authorities with full emphasis 
upon the gerious consequences 
which may ensue ‘f present condi- 
tions are allowed to continue, the 
matter may be cleared up with-

The apparent seriousness of the 
situation in Cuba was added to by 
reports from Havana to the effect 
that uprisings are urring in the 
province of Oriente, which has 
been dubbed “The Balkans of 
Cuba,” owing to the fact that ev- 
ery revolution in the island since 
1858 has had its beginning there. 
Tt is one of the richest of the prov- 
inces, with a heavy sugar produc- 
tion, and in addition is far distant 
from the capital, and therefore has 
always been more or less free from 
restraint. An uprising in this 
province now, just when the cutting 
geason is about to tegin, would se- 
riously interfere with the gather- 


ing of the sugar crop, the loss of 


which would undoubtedly be felt 
in the United States, the principal 
Cuban market. 

The Cuban military force, which 
would be available to President 
Zayas to use against revolutionists 
consists of the regular army and 
the rural guard, numbering 10,- 
600 men al] told. In addition to 
this force, he has thé national po- 
lice of Havana, which number ap- 
proximately 1000. 

The exact strength of the vet- 
erans’ organization, numerically 
speaking, is not known.

'YOUTH SHOT 
BY MOTHER, 
RECOVERING 


Victim Feels Parent Was 


in Wounding Him 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

CHICAGO, -Aug. 29.—In good 
spirits, but still insisting that he 
pobtaes not work until he found a 

“good paying” job, Dezso Simiz, the 
youth who was shot by his mother, 

“to save him from a life of crime" 
today faced an operation for the 
removal of the bullet from his 
neck. 

His life, physicians believe, de- 
pends upon the success of the op- 
eration.

Conservative buying in canned 
fruit is all that can be reported. 


Following th@ sale of a balance 
cargo of Cubas amounting to 4200 
bags at 4% cents to Warner, the! 
raw. suger market developed firm 
tendencies today with only a few 
pareels available at 4 5-16 cents 
and most sellers naming 4% cents. 
Political disturbances in Cuba] 
made for firm markets on futures. 
The advance in sugar futures 
amounted to about 17 to 19 points.

Increase in Year 


Condition Due to Revival of 
Credit Under League 
Reilway Reorganization to 
Prove Business Help

GENEVA, Aug. 29.-~A report on 

the progress of Austrian recon- 
struction just received at Geneva 
shows an increase of bank deposits 
amounting to eleven times the to- 
tal in September, 1922. There are 
at present 22,000,000 gold crowns 
in the banks, as opposed to the 
2,000,000 of September, 1922. 

The excess of imports over ex- 
ports has shown a decrease, which 
is almost equally significant and 
encouraging to the commercial in- 
terests in Austria. During the first 
six months of 1923 the imports to- 
taled 703,671,000 gold crowns, as 
opposed to 427,121,000 exports, 
leaving a deficit of 276,650,000 gold 
crowns. 

The same period for the previous 
year showed a deficit of 300,000,- 
000 gold crowns. The marked im- 
provement has been due to the re- 
vival of credit in Austria and the 
increase of business confidence re- 
sulting from the successful opera- 
tion of the League plan ef recon- 
struction.

DOCTRINE 
PRAISED BY 
PERU GUEST 


Pinto Finds Coast Cities 
Not Aware of Opportuni- 
ties in South America 


Gustavo A. Pinto, Peruvian 
statesman and capitalist, in an 
address at the City Club luncheon 
yesterday, lauded the Monroe 
Doctrine and advocated closer re- 
lationship between the two Ameri- 
cas. 

Introduced by Nathan Newby, 
president of the club, Mr.. Pinto 
acknowledged the  introduetion 
by a few words in Spanish, and 
his message was then read by Dr. 
Vv. M. Egaa. 

Mr. Pinto, In addition to being 
a member of the Peruvian Legis- 
lature, is president of the South- 
ern Regional Congress of Peru, 
and while he declared he was not 
here in an official capacity, he 
took occasior to urge that obliga- 
tory arbitration be adopted by the 
countries of the worl for the 
settlement of disputes, and  de- 
elared that immediate steps should 
be taken to bring about a more in- 
timate knowledge of the commer- 
cial resources of South America 
in the United States. 

He emphasized the tact that al- 
though far removed from Europe, 
most of Peru's export trade goes 
to countries there, while the Unit- 
ed States, especially the cities on 
the Pacific Coast, have not yet 
awakened to opportunities of 
trade with Peru and other South 
American countries.

Each of these girls has had at 
least two years’ college work and 
was of attractive appearance, and 
by that I mean that they were of 
| pleasing. personality. These are 
invaluable assets in any business 
calling for contact with the public. 
There are courses in domestic 
science in ¢very university and 
there are several colleges that spe- 
cilalize in industrial and applied 
arts. Drexel in Philadelphia is an 
excellent school and Simmons in 
Boston also ranks high. In the 
West there is the College of In- 
dustrial Arts at Denton, Tex., 
which stands second to none in 
the country. It is a State college 
for women with the same standing 
as the university Austin, which, 
of course, is coeducational. ~- 
The training to be had in any 
of these schools is of the best, ' but 
the course is for three or four 
years and the work so distributed 
that it is nécessary to take the full 
course in order to get the particu- 
lar training these girls desire. 
It would seem as though there 
wes a real demand for simple 
practical training in the executive 
end of the tea-roqm busiress. Col- 
lege courses mean a thorough tn- 
derstanding of food chemistry and 
dietetics, as well as the correct 
preparation and service. 
What these girls want is actual 
experience in the buying of sup- 
plies, the management of employ- 
ees and the handling of the public. 
Few, if any, of them have the time 
“4 money to give to college train- 
ng. 
If a part-time course, such as 
has been worked out by the wuni- 
-versities In teaching salesmanship, 
could be arranged for tea-room 
and cafeteria management it would 
be very popular with girls eager 
to take the training. 
To girls who have sought my ad- 
vice I have made the suggestion 
that an apprenticeship with some 
of the tea rooms might be arf- 
ranged. In this way they would 
get the practical experience “on 
the job,” as the trade schools ex- 
press it. It might be well to be- 
gin such training as assistants in 
the kitchen, developing ideas in 
presenting foods to the customer in 
an attractive manner—ideas of 
service, | mean. From there they 
might work into the dining-room 
as Waitresses, then be trained in 
details of management and posi-

Detectives Seek — 
Theatrical Man

Somewhere in California Edward 
Cullens has eighteen young Santa 
Barbara girls. exhibiting them to 
amusement seekers as the “Santa 
Barbara Kiddies.” 

W. E. Steinick, Deputy Labor 
Commissioner, ststed yesterday 
that Cultens had applied. to him 
in July for a temporary permit to 
“chaperone” a group of eighteen 
Santa Barbara children and. four 
of his own, for amusement pur- 
poses, representing that the chii- 
dren would appear only in chari- 
tables performahnceés, 
| He further represented, accord- 
ing to Mr. Steinick, that thie was 
the only way in which most of 


the children could enjoy a real va- | 


cation; including auto travel over 
the State, with expenses paid. 

Under these conditions Deputy 
Commissioner Steirick granted Cul- 
lens a temporary permit. But the 
original permit in the Labor Bu- 
reau offices shows that Cullens was 
to report to Mr. Steinick the points 
at which he was next to appear, so 
that close touch could be main- 
tairred with the children. : 

Cullens forfeited his tempo 
permit through his failure te abide 
by its terms, according to Mr. 
Steinick. The latter states that 
Cullens has sent in only one re- 
port of his movements. which was 
from Santa Maria, stating that the 
Santa Barbara, Kiddies wounld 
show in that town 
and the postcard sent bears a post- 
mark of August 20. 

More than two weeks ago the 
Santa Barbara Humane Society 
sent in a complaint to the La- 
bor Bureau, following complaints 
from parents of the children with 
Cullens. At that time Mr. Steinick 
deciared Cullens’s permit forfeited 
and ordered it revoked.
